The truth is, the conduct of Federal offi- 
cials in Utah of late has been both repre- 
hensible and highly impolitic. It has re- 
sulted in most consequences to 
the very important mining and mercantile 
interests of the Gentile portion of the pop- 
ulation. The Utah mines are very rich, 
but, for their proper development, require 
more Capital than is available, and it is a 
netorious fact that negotiations in New 
York and ekewhere bave again and again 
been broken off by the menacing attitude 
of the Government and false reports of 
impending difficulties. The Government, 
through its agents, studiously treats the 
Mormon inhabitants of Utah as alien ene- 
mies. In all the Territory not a Mormon 
holds any Federal office from the highest to 
the lowest. There is not even a Mormon 
postmaster, The Territory is overrun by 
arace of ca as pestiferous, as 
unprincipled and having as little in com- 
mon with the actual settlers, as those 
who have, since the reconstruction acts 
went in force, cursed the Southern 
States with their presence. To foment 
swtife and dicord, and to excite the bitter- 
est animosity between Gentile and Mor- 
mon, has been all along the business of 
these agents of the Administration. Bui 
to those agents bas not alone been intrust- 
ed the work of furthering Gen. GRANT’s 
Presidential prospects. Every means by 
which the Mormons could be goaded to 
resistance, in order that the political capi- 
tal to which we have alluded might be ob- 
tained, has been unhesitatingly resorted to. 
A shor. Ume agoa thousand stand of arms, 
with fred ammunition, were, by instruc- 
tions from Washington, exposed at public 
sale at Fort Douglas, in the immediate vi- 
cinity of Salt Lake City, and sold to the 
Mormons, evidently with the view of en- 
couraging them to resist, that they may be 
crushed out effectually. Coon after this 
the virtuous finding of the grand jury 
against Bricuam Youne and others for 
polygamy was made. The better to ac- 
complish this those who had been sum- 
moned on the grand jury were examined 
as to whether they were members of the 
church of the Latter-day Saints of JEsus 
Cukier, and all such as answered in the 
affirmative were rejected—thus making 
a religious test. It has been no part of 
the plan of GRanT and his friends that the 
Mormons should quietly submit to the 
proceedings which have been instituted. 

But in this little scheme of theirs for 
the manufacture of political capital the 
President and his friends will be check- 
mated. It is not the intention of BaiguHam 
Youne and the Mormon leaders force- 
fully to resist the operation of the laws of 
the United Statec, notwithstanding the va- 
rious sensational dispatches published in 
the newspapers. They do not dream of 
such a thing. Whatever else may be said 
of them, they are men of brains, and are 
about as little likely to pit themselves 
against a government able and more than 
ready to bring against them  mill- 
ions of soldiers, if meed be, as any set of 
people we kpow of. What they do in- 
tend todoin the difficulty.that is upon 
them, in the matter of polygamy, is to 
contest it before the courts—nothing more, 
nothing less, We have reason for believ- 
ing that the issue will be carried before 
the Supreme Couri of the United States, 
the case of the Mormons being representcd 
by the ablest counsel that money and in- 
fluence can command, and,in the 
event of the case being decided ad- 
versely to them in the end, it will then re- 
main for them to determine what course 
finally to pursue. 

We had intended to refer more particu- 
larly to the systematic persecutions to 
which the Mormons are subjected by the 
carpet-baggers, judicial and otherwise, rep- 
resenting the Adminisiration in Utah, but 
the length to which this article has already 
extended renders it impracticable. A sin- 
gle instance, by way of further illustra- 
tion, and we close. By ordinance of the 
city of Salt Lake the taking out of a license

In such an event it will be seen 
that the insured can, at most, only 
realize a portion of their claims, and 
the companies will go out of existence.”
